Lesson Synopsis 


Students analyze the elements of drama and the responsibility of the audience to interact with the play. Students first 
examine characterization through the analysis of a soliloquy and then evaluate how a modern spin on an old tale enhances connection and 
meaning for the reader and the writer.
